Authorizing It. 


REDEEMABLE IN FORTY YEARS 


Under Platt Amendment Cuba Cannot 


Make a Debt That Revenues of the 
Island Cannot Discharge After De- 
fraying Expenses of the Government. 
Washington, Aug. 5.—The state de- 


partment bas received the following 
cablegram from 
Minister Squiers, 


dated Havana, August 4: 


"The bouse bas passed bill authoriz- 


ing loan $35,000.000; minimum rate Of 
issue, 90 per cent; maximum interest, 
5 per cent., redeemable in 40 years." 


Under the Platt 
amendment the 


United States is bound to take cog- 
nizance cf every action of the Cuban 
government relating to loans. Article 
2 of that amendment provides: 


"That said government shall not as- 


same or contract any public debt to 
pay the interest upon which, and to 
make reasonable sinking fund provis- 
ion for the ultimate discharge of which 
the ordinary revenues of the island of 
Cuba, after defraying the current ex- 
penses of the government, shall be in- 
adequate." 


No computation has been made to 


ascertain whether or not the loan pro- 
vided for in the biD which Minister 
Squiers refers to trespasses upon the 
provision of the Platt amendment, but 
.it is presumed that the Cuban reve- 
nues can pay the interest and provide 
a sinking fund beside defraying the 
ordinary expenses of the government, 
as provided in the amendment. At 
the same time it will no doubt be 
fonad very difficult to interpret this 
"particular provision, as the question 
of revenues may fluctuate according 
to the conditions in the island. It is 
known that the intention of article 2 
••was to prevent any extraordinary Issue 
of bonds for the purpose of redeeming 
the bonds of the so-called republic 
previous to the Spanish-American war 
and the .payment of large bounties to 
those who Tiad taken part in the in- 
surrection against Spain. It was in- 
tended as a. clieck upon the Cuban 
government in the matter of incurring 
Indebtedness, although it carries no 
provision indicating -what would be the 
action of the United States should the 
Caban government exceed the indebt- 
edness prohibited by the amendment. 
Neither Is there anything in the 
amendment indicating what steps the 
United States would take to determine 
whether the indebtedness was beyond 
the proscription, or how It would pre- 
vent the incurring of such indebted- 
ness.

Wh^n Colonel Dickinson had told 


his story of Coppinger's fight with In- 
dians at the battle of the Caverns, Pro- 
fessor Beekman, whom we knew as an 
experienced ethnologist and traveler, 
showed no astonishment at all over 
the manner in which the savages had 
burned their children at that famous 
ambuscade. 


"I believe all our aborigines were 


given to the same or similar practices, 
though manifested in different ways," 
said • he. "It is not yet thirty years 
since I found as many as seven skele- 
tons of Navajo children in the branches 
of two trees in the Ghost Valley, one 
cf the lost gorges southwest of the 
Mancos. Major Tuttle. who was liv- 
ing at Hermosillo when I last saw 
him, 
told me that the squaws of an 


old Navajo chief who was slain by the 
Uncompahgres away back in the 50s 
had killed all their young as a sort of 
holocaust to the deity. It's a very odd 
story, and, come to think of it. I lay- 
self finally turned up as the uncon- 
scious agent of the Indian Manitou. 


"It was at Durango, after myself and 


a party of scientists had explored the 
cliff-dwellings of Mancos, that Major 
Tuttle, who was agent at Red Moun- 
tain in those days, told us a lot of 
queer stories about Ghost Valley. It 
seems that the Uncompahgres, re-en- 
forced by nearly 200 Piutes, had once 
surrounded and surprised a Navajo vil- 
lage which then nestled in its basin, 
and that the Navajos had not only lost 
most of their warriors, but that an 
idol of great age and 'experience' had 
been captured and either carried off 
or destroyed by the 
victors. Major 


Tuttle told us that the sacrifice of 
children had followed, and that to the 
present day the only surviving son of 
the beaten and slaughtered chief lived, 
an outcast and an object of supersti- 
tious horror, near the Navajo reserva- 
tion. This pariah of a once nobie fam- 
ily had. according to Major Tuttle. 
gouged out one of his own eyes in the 
hope that this seif-punisnnient might 
induce the gods to favor his search, for 
the lost idol of the tribe, which had, it 
seems, but one eye. 


"You may be sure that after hearing 


Major Tuttle's story I was very anx- 
ious to penetrate Ghost Valley, and 
when we came to Hermosillo. which is 
at the edge of the 
Navajo's reserva- 


tion, I set about finding a guide among 
the tribesmen who would lead 
our 


party into the historic basin. 
Major 


Tuttle, however, had gone to Denver, 
and I had to depend wholly upon my 
own efforts. The settlers told me that 
neither Indians nor whites ever went 
into Ghost Valley. That it was known 
to be haunted, that its waters were 
poisonous and 
whosoever ventured 


within its bowl-like depths returned no 
more. I tried to induce some of the 
Indians to lead me into the valley, but 
they shrugged their shoulders at my 
offers of money, till at last a fine look- 
ing young buck who spoke pretty good 
English told me: 


" 'You get Jim Look Once. Him 


go in Ghost Valley. Might never come 
back, too. All right.' By which I un- 
derstood that Jim Look Once was the 
outcast son of the dead chief. And so 
it proved. I had no trouble in finding 
him nor in securing his services. He 
was an ill-favored, one-eyed Indian 
about 40 years old, stoop-shouldered, 
skulking and evidently bowed with the 
misfortunes of his forbears. A miner 
named Schoolcraft. whom we had pick- 
ed up at Silver City, and Dr. Hickman, 
the geologist, made up our party, and 
at daybreak one June morning, with 
Jim Look Once leading the pack mule, 
we started for Ghost Valley. On the 
evening of the second day, just as the 
sun was sit king behind the western 
mountains, we stood upon a high shelf 
of granite which looked sheer into the 
round bowl of the haunted valley. The 
depression, more than 2,000 feet 
la 


depth and perhaps seven miles in cir- 
cumference, was so beautiful in its mo- 
tionless silence that I could hardly re- 
sist the desire to plunge onward into 
its mysteries. The yellow radiance of 
the evening sun seemed to sift even 
to its depths: 
no sound of bird or 


breeze or waterfall broke the perfect 
silence; there was no motion in the 
tall trees or sprawling shrubs, nor in 
the weeds and vines which covered its 
precipitous walls with luminous ver- 
dure. 


"But we camped where we were for 


the night, and often daring the dark 
hours I woke «.nd saw Jim Look Once, 
Bitting at the verge of the rock gazing 
silently into the shadowy abyss. 
No 


howl of coyote or scream of night bird 
broke the stillness, and even when the 
gun reddened the east, nature seemed 


most in the centre of the oval bottom 
land we came upon traces of the 
burned Navajo village of long ago. I

Few People Kealiza tbe Extent of th« 


Sampling ]>epartuient* in tbe Modem 
lietail I>rjr Good* Shops — It Ha* Be- 
come a Great Factor la th» Trade. 
Ten big retail dry goods houses in 


down town Chicago send out every 
year 220,000 yards of woolen dress 
goods, representing a retail price of 75 
cents a yard, and only that an indi- 
vidual customer may satisfy herself 
as to what is being worn, or—in one 
case out of five—that she may order 
a dress pattern from one of these sam- 
ples. Eighty thousand? yards of silk 
are cut into minute triangles, squares 
and parallelograms, meaning a iciai! ! 
lo.ss or" 5S... .-' a year to these ten j 
stores. And on the top of this, nearly | 
every line of goods in a house suffers 
from the shears of the sample cutting 
department, aggregating in these ten 
stores more than $150,000 a year. These 
totals amount of |317,000. 


And in the face of these figures it 


may be said that the "sample craze," 
as it existed in the time of the crazy- 
Quilt, is virtually a dead fad. 


Few people realize the extent of the 


sampling department of ILC modern 
retail dry goods house. Fewer still 
realize that when a bolt of dress goods 
comes into the house and is unpacked, 
the first thing done with it is to snip 
off a full yard from the bolt ranging 
from twenty-five to fifty yards, and 
perhaps two yards from the bolt that 
runs longer than this. As much of 
this goods is fifty-four to sixty inches 
wide, the average of one yard to the 
bolt is low, as is the price fixed at 75 
cents. From one-third to one-half a 
yard of this clipping goes directly to 
the sample cutting room. In sending 
up these clippings they are bunched 
according to values and without ref- 
erence to colors or shades. 


There may be ten strips from as 


many pieces of goods, the whole bunch 
held together by a tag on which the 
cost price is marked. The manager of 
the cutting department receives this, 
and with some general directions the 
goods are turned over to the boy who 
is to do the cutting. 
The average 


width of the strips into which this cloth 
is cut us 1 1-4 inches, and the average 
length of the samples cut from these 
strips is three inches. Before cutting 
into sections the strips of cloth, per- 
haps six deep, are stuck through with 
the pins of the price tag and at the in- 
terval of three inches. Then the strips 
are cut across just above the tag. 


Thus the manager of the department 


has on the table before him the little 
bunches of cloth cf various shades and 
colors, but of iTaiform price. 
They 


are classed as to material, also, so 
that a person familiar with goods may 
explain just what kind of goods she 
wants, and out of the selection of 
shades and colors sent to her she may 
choose something to suit her. Cutting 
these goods on another scale for dress- 
makers, the samples sent out are 3 by 
6 inches, and frequently in some goods 
of peculiar pattern in the weaving 
the shape of the sample must be al- 
tered in order to show the novelty. 
Sticking a pair of pin points through 
six or eight thicknesses of woolen dress 
goods is easy, but to stick them 
through as many pieces 
of 
cotton 


goods is another task, and in order to 
make this easy the cutter jabs the pins 
into a cake of soap before him, the 
soap acting as a lubricant, without 
greasing the samples. The tag which 
is pierced by these pins points and so 
held to place bear the name of the 
dry goods firm in miniature, and on it 
are marked the price and width of the 
goods. 


There are Chicago houses 
which 


have a steady call for these samples 
from Maine to California and from 
Canada to the Gulf of Mexico. In fill- 
ing these requests, too, envelopes 
weighing one to eight ounces, are sent 
out, the average being about 
four 


ounces at one cent an ounce. As a 
probable reaction from the times of 
the "crazy quilt," about one-fifth of 
these samples sent out come back to 
the house sending them. There is sel- 
dom any request made that this be 
done, and there are few of these sam- 
ples that are of any use to the house 
when they have come back. There are 
two reasons for it: First, the sam- 
ples have been tossed and fingered so 
much that they are not presentable, 
and. on the other hand, many pieces 
represented by samples that may have 
gone out four weeks before, already 
have been sold out. 


A few houses which send out silks 


from 
a 
sample-cutting department, 


however, ask for their return, on pain 
of not sending out to the delinquent 
the house's next catalogue. In raost 
cases, however, silk samples are cut 
at the retail silk counters and sent up 
to the mailing room, and when so cut 
the salesman below cuts his mark into 
the samples in such a way as not only 
to identify it, but to spoil it for any 
crazy-quilting bee. In spite 
of

the sample department, too, there is 
scarcely a bolt of dressmaking goods 
in a downtown house which has not 
been snipped and hacked at its end,

"No one not in the business knows 


just how hard it is to meet some of 
these requests," said ihe manager of 
one of the large departments for sam- 
ple cutting. "It would take an ex- 
pert mind reader, working in conjunc- 
tion with the owner of the mind, to 
find it out with any certainty, in my 
experience a vast number of out-of- 
town requests for samples are prompt- 
ed by the desire of women in obscure 
places to know 'just what is being 
worn.' 


"A look at some of the samples re- 


turned to us would indicate that a doz- 
en sewing societies had passed them 
all in review. There's nothing carried 
in stock in this house that we are not 
asked to cut samples from. Calls for 
carpet samples are frequent, and rnany 
times a large piece has to be cut from 
the roll in order to give any idea of the 
pattern. Sometimes before a bolt of 
goods of any kind is sold two or three 
cuttings are made into it for samples, 
and. then when half a dozen bolts and 
pieces of bolts that "drag" are finally 
bunched and marked down more sam- 
ples must be cut off. 


"Looking at this seeming waste of 


cloth, it would seem to be almost too 
heavy- to be considered, but every year 
the territory of the mail-order busi- 
ness Is enlarging, until it has become 
one of the great factors in the trade 
of every big retail house. Considered 
as an established department that must 
be kept up, the sample-cutting rooms 
are important as advertising centres. 
Sending a bunch of new goods patterns 
to the ordinary country town, 
we 


might count that at least half a dozen 
iafailies will see it. and even if our 
retail trade through mail orders is not 
stimulated, we may count that many 
a country merchant is reminded of our 
jobbing department by these students 
of samples. Sample cutting has come 
to stay. but. thank goodness, the crazy 
quilt has gone, probably never to re- 
turn."—Chicago Tribune.

M:-.kinc Baseballs. 


The process of making baseballs on 


a wholesale plan is a rather interesting 
one .consuming in a single 
season 


something 
like 
SOOO skins. 
The 


scrapings from the shoe factories, of 
which the "raw"' balls are moulded, 
are stored in cellars of about one acre 
area, and from this material the bails 
are shaped by hand- 


According to quality, the ball is 


bound by a few or several 
dozen 


rounds of cord. The "raw" balls are 
placed in automatic moulds, shaping 
the ball, and at the same tirae press- 
ing out all moisture, to the tune of 
three hundred gross a day. One em- 
ployee will shape as many as 4090 of 
these raw bails in a single working 
day, says the Cincinnati Commercial 
Tribune. 


The newly pressed balls are then 


sorted and allowed to dry out for a 
period of from three to four weeks, 
when their weight is reduced to per- 
haps five ounces. Something like two 
hundred of these twine-bound leather 
balls can be found in the bins at all 
times. 


In the mean time the skin covers for 


the balls have been seasoned and 
dressed on the floor below, and, as a 
last stage in the process, rubbed back 
and forth against an upright blade, to 
take cut all kinks in the skins and 
also whiten them. The covers are cut 
from the skins by hand and 
sewn 


around the balls by women. 
Each 


woman is expected to finish 15 dozen 
balls daily. From every skin from 15 
to 30 pairs of covers are obtained.

"A naming torch placed at night 


| under every tree in an orchard would 
fail to draw a single codling mcth 
from its work of egg laying in the 
trees, although its cousins of all vari-: 
eties v.-ould be hastening from all di- i 
rections to meet destruction in the; 
fascinating Same. 


"The average lay person knows noth- 


ing about the codling moth in its rela- 
tion to the worm he finds so frequently 
in the apple he bites into, and. as a 
matter of fact, it is only within recent 
years that entomologists even have ac- 
quainted themselves -with the entire 
life history of the insect. 


"The codling moth emerges from Its 


cocoon about ten days after the apple 
blossoms have fallen from the trees 
In the spring and the roung fruit is 
grown to perhaps an Inch in diameter. 
The cocoons lie beneath the scaly bark 
of the apple tree trunks. 


"The moth Is about half an inch long 


and has four wings. 
It comes from 


the cocoon at night and at once begins 
depositing Its eggs. A codling moth's 
egg is nearly flat, and not larger than 
a small pinhead. So small is^it that, 
although the moth has been known to 
naturalists for nearly three centuries. 
it was only four or five years ago its 
egg TCIS discovered positively and de- 
scribed. 


"The egg is deposited and glued to 


the surface of the apple, only ji single 
ecg on an apple. If one codling raoth 
finds that another one has already fas- 
tened an egg on an apple, it -will not 
leave an egg of its own there, bat will 
seek unpreempted fruit. 


"Each moth lays from eighty to 100 


eggs. The egg hatches a tiny worm at 
the end of perhaps ten days, alwavs at 
night.
